The plan calls for the estab- 
lishment of three new agencies, 
with present relief activities to be 
consolidated under one, lending 
activities under another and so- 
cial security functions under the 
third, In addition, the budget 
bureau and some other agencies 
are to be transferred to the White 
House.

Hitler’s scheduled reply to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s appeal for peace, 
declared there was “not room on 
this earth” for a nation or group 
of nations that would enslave all 
the others. He was addressing the 
75th aniversary dinner of the 
American Red Cross. Some ob- 


servers interpreted his remarks as 


both a warning and an appeal to 
Chancellor Hitler. The State De- 
partment sent the major parts of 
his speech to all American diplo- 
mats in Europe and South 
America. 

“There is ample room on this 
earth for the two billion human 
beings who inhabit it,” Hull said.

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Refugee Children 

It is difficult to understand the reasoning 
of opponents to the plan to open the immigra- 
tion doors of the United States wide enough to 
permit entry, above the quota laws, of 20,000 
refugee children from Central Europe. 

These children are of an age when their 
characters are still subject to the moulding in- 
fluence of environment and training. It is cer- 
tain that they will find homes, as adopted 
children, with worthy and responsible American 
families. This is assured by the fact that they 
will be placed, for adoption, by organizations 
whose trained workers have had remarkable 
success in the placing of orphaned children. 

The demand for children for adoption is al- 
ways far greater than the supply. There is not 
the slightest doubt that the 20,000 would be ab- 
sorbed into the average, substantial life of 
America without disruption. 

The number involved, when considered in 
ratio to the population of 130,000,000, is so small 
as to be negligible. 

Not all these children are from Jewish fami- 
lies. The intolerance and persecution of the 
European dictators does not stop at the bounds 
of Jewry. A large proportion are children of 
non-Jewish parentage whose families, for one 
fantastic reason or another, have been subject- 
ed to the heavy hand of Nazi oppression. 

America is founded upon the theory that all 
men are born equal and that there shall be no 
discrimination because of race or religion. To 
oppose the admission of these 20,000 children 
on such grounds, is to brand ourselves as unfit 
for the privileges of American citizenship. In- 
tolerance has no place in the heart or mind 
of any worthy citizen of this land of freedom. 

Likewise, refusal to admit these little ones 
means that, forever after, the sneering charge 
of hypocrisy will be leveled by critics and 
enemies whenever American sympathy for the 
innocent victims of persecution is voiced. It is 
meaningless to voice horror at Nazi outrages 
when we ourselves are so intent upon remaining 
aloof that we turn deaf ears to the pleas of 
such youngsters. 

There was a story, told long ago, about the 
victim of thieves and brutal attackers. In his 
case two men were given opportunity to save. 
One was a Pharisee and one was a Samaritan. 
America is today faced with the same oppor- 
tunity, the same choice between mercy and 
cruel indifference. 


Under the Sea 


Because of oil deposits beneath the ocean 
bed, just off the California coast, the question 
of ownership of that land which lies beyond 
the low-tide mark but within the three-mile 
territorial limit offshore, has been raised in 
congress. The issue threatens to become a 
major question, although there is probability 
that congress itself will dodge the question and 
leave it to the supreme court to settle. 

The importance of the question rests upon 
the desire to set aside these offshore oil de- 
posits as reserve for the United States navy. 
The federal government claims it has primary 
claim to this underwater property and can, 
therefore, do as it pleases with these oil sources. 
The states concerned, however, counter with the 
claim that they own the territory in question 
and it is this knotty problem that must be 
solved before the oil can be allotted. 

The federal government contends, for one 
point, that title to the underwater territory 
is its property because it is the federal navy 
which defends those waters from any possible 
‘enemy. On the other hand, the states argue 
‘that the area of each state rightfully extends 
to the end of the three-mile limit, just as does 
the area between lowtide and hightide marks. 

The question is further complicated by ar- 
guments as to whether the territorial rights 
‘actually stop at the three-mile limit, or extend 
‘further. Of the 20 coastal states involved, 
‘Texas, Louisiana and Florida, each originally a 
| colony, Claim 10.36 English miles, on 
‘the contention that their territorial waters were 
‘measured in terms of Spanish leagues, and one 
| Spanish league is slightly more than three Eng- 
lish miles. 
>’ Louisiana, too, claims that the limit should 
‘be 27 miles off shore. This is because the three- 
mile limit was first set because it was the ut- 
‘most distance at which artillery could be effec- 
tive. Modern artillery, Louisiana argues, is ef- 
fective at a 27-mile range, hence the ocean ter- 
ritory rights should be extended that far. 

There is no legal precedent upon which the 
issue may be decided. Georgia, of course, is 
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Not only will the independent, single store 
operators be there, but the great department:

This nation has the greatest consumer market 
imaginable. If distribution matched the other 
two factors, the problems of unemployment, of 
poverty and of relief would automatically be 
solved. 

It is stated that retail interests, constituting 
the third largest activity in the nation—exceed- 
ed only by manufacturing and agriculture— 
have less representation in the field of govern- 
ment than any others. Whether this be true or 
not, it is certain that the needs of retailing can 
never be supplied unless retailers themselves 
make those needs vocal. 

There is an impressive list of speakers on 
the program for the Retailers’ National Forum, 
including President Roosevelt, Secretary of 
Agriculture Henry A. Wallace, General Robert 
E. Wood, etc., etc. And the range of topics for 
discussion is, at least, as important and im- 
pressive as the speakers themselves. 

It is entirely within the range of probability 
that, from this conference, will come a new 
conception of the place of retailing in the na- 
tional economy and a new vision for a more 
efficient system of distribution among all the 
people, for the future. 


Judge E. D. Thomas 


Few Georgia jurists acquired for themselves 
the reputation for knowledge of the law, im- 
partial wisdom and, at the same time, human 
understanding that was enjoyed by Judge E. D. 
Thomas, of the Fulton superior court. His un- 
expected death, on Monday night, was not only 
a severe shock to the entire community, but 
marked the closing of a career distinguished 
beyond most men’s. 

For more than 16 years Judge Thomas had 
served as a superior court judge and, prior to 
that, had rendered important service as chief 
justice of the Atlanta municipal court. 

His passing struck hardest, perhaps, among 
the legal fraternity of the city and county 
where, naturally, he found most of his friends. 
But Judge Thomas did not confine his activi- 
ties to the court. He was, in the finest sense 
of the term, a civic leader and there have been 
few lay members of his church—he was a Bap- 
tist—who have been more active or have served 
the cause of religion more unselfishly. 

Every citizen of Fulton county is the loser 
by Judge Thomas’ death. But his passing comes 
at a time when his family and friends can 
point to a career replete with service and, in 
this fact, they can find comfort in their hour 
of sorrow.

An analysis of conditions in the rural sections 
of thic ountry would reveal that there are not as 
many prosperous farmers in the United States as 
at one time.

This British shyness about draft- 
ing men to fight in her army dates 
since 1799. From the time’of the 
old Saxon tribes, liability to mili- 
tary service was universal. It was 
always recognized at English law 
that the nation has a right to de- 
mand ‘military service from citi- 
zens. But conscription for the 
army fell into disrepute under 
Charles II, because it was too often 
used to sift out all the bums, drunks 
and criminals in the community 
and dump them into the army. If 
a man didn’t have a drag or was 
otherwise undesirable he was 
drafted, otherwise he could escape. 
“Impressment” for the navy con- 
tinued longer. That was one rea- 
son for our war of 1812... The 
British “press” gangs weren’t par- 
ticular. They “pressed” our sail- 
ors. The whole idea became hate- 
ful. Thus it began to be general- 
ly, and erroneously, said: ‘“Con- 
scription won’t work in an Anglo- 
Saxon country.” 

Some of our colonies tried it un- 
successfully. It was tried in the 
revolution and by both sides in 
the War Between the States, It 
failed for the same reasons. It 
was used unfairly, politically and 
crookedly, A rich man could buy 
his way out or hire a “substitute.” 
Political influence could “fix” the 
registration lists so that favored 
names never were “drafted” from 
jury-wheels—because they never 
had been.dropped in. 


The Draft When we entered the 
ts World War, it was 

° ws apparent right away 
that not enough Americans were 
going to volunteer to go as far 
away as France to defend this 
country from “invasion.” . At -the 
same time, it was freely said, as it} 
was said in England, “conscription 
won’t work in America.” 

In writing the “selective service 
law” we took a completely fresh 
start. The name of every man in 
the country within the draft ages 
went on the lists. There were to 
be no substitutes, no purchased 
discharges and no local “jury 
wheels.” The order of examina- 
tion for every man was determined 
by a single lottery in Washington 
that was mathematically fixer- 
proof. The press-gang method was 
discarded for a system of local ex- 
amination and selection which no 
politics could touch: It skimmed 
off the availables with no distinc- 
tion as to wealth, prominence or 
political pull. 

It proved a spectacular success 
and appealed to the country as be- 
ing so much more fair,-even than | 
any system of volunteering, that 
I.know of no important Opinion 
that we should ever use any other 
method in a big war.

Germans make ‘fine citizens. America has had no better citie 
zens come to her shores than the German Jews and Christians, who 
have helped contribute to her history and advancement. To rescue 
children from Germany before they become imbued with the hatreds 
and the generally dangerous thinking of that unfortunate section of 
the world, would be.a desirable act. 

To me the most terrible thing happening to people in Germany; 
is what is happening to the children. To have them grow up know-! 
ing nothing else and with no opportunity to know anything other. 
than that disseminated and firmly implanted by the German gov- 
ernment, is the greatest tragedy. One shudders to think what might 
be expected from this and subsequent generations. 

Last year in Germany and, later when Austria was taken, I 
watched the children marching and singing. The grown-ups have 
not so many years to live, relatively speaking. But, I kept think- 
ing, watching them march and sing the war songs in Berlin and 
Vienna, what will they be like when they are come to manhood 
and womanhood and have children of their own? . 

I saw the distorted faces of the young people in Vienna, after 
the “anschluss,” marching in the new step, their faces distorted with 
this new emotion; I saw the young boys learning how to form a 
line of march: how to jump at the sharp bark of command from 
one of the older Hitler youths brought in to organize them. I can 
assure you it was not pretty. Most of them were caught up with 
the excitement, the new enthusiasm, the marching, the bands. A 
young mind is plastic. It is possible to make of it about what one 


will. Or to destroy it.

THE GREAT RES many could have would be for this 


group of children to come to another country. 
A little more than half of the number are Jewish children. The 


others are Catholic and Protestant. They will be placed in homes 
according to their religious background. 


There is no need to bring the sentimental argument into this — 


proposition. One could do it very easily. The Christian might re- 
call the words of He who so often spoke in behalf of children. 
The Jew might recall all that part of his religion which bespeaks 
charity for and love of children. 

It would be very easy to invoke pathos; to write of the mothers, 
Jewish, Catholic and Protestant, who are willing to give up their 
children that the children may escape the complete hopelessness of 
their native land. 

That is not, it seems to me, necessary or proper. The proposi- 
tion is, on the face ‘of it, desirable. Our welfare boards would not 
be given any extra expense; our charities would not be called upon. 
These children, whom we are asked to take, would have their sup- 
port guaranteed. They would be medically certified as sound in 
body and mind. They would be a very desirable addition to our 
country, and to its future. It is by far a betier plan than the hit- 
and-miss feature of immigration, and there ought to be no real 

ition to the bill. ! |

Due To Lack ot Co-operation 


Editor’s Note: This is the fourth 
of a series of articles by Lamar Q. 
Ball on how Georgia farmers are 
failing to supply the produce sold 
in Georgia and thereby losing an 
enormous income.

Gone are the days when the 
bustled housewife sidled up to the 
carrot bin or the sweet potato bin 


in the neighbood store and brows- 
ed through the day’s offerings in 
quest of her money’s worth. 


In these days of alert competi- 
tion, if she doesn’t get her money’s 
worth in one store there’s another 
store hard by, easily reached by a 
step or two on the gas. 

Today, there is no reason why 
she should grope hopefully among 
the scrubby carrot bunches or the 
dirt-flaked potatoes of old man 
Doakes’ vegetable stalls, picking 
up this one and putting back that 
one, never thinking of going any- 
where else, because she always 
has traded with the Doakeses— 
they’ve been in the neighborhood 
so long you know! 

Housewife Shops Today. 


The housewife of today, in 
search of carrots, or onions, or po- 
tatoes, or turnips enters the groc- 
ery store with her emotions under 
thorough control. She seeks noth- 
ing but vegetables; she has no sen- 
timental attachment for the fam- 
ily conducting the store, for that 
type of store has slipped into his- 
tory. Today, an experienced sales- 
man presides over a brightly- 
lighted display of the leafy. Every- 
thing’s in the open. Necessarily, all 
the carrots, onions, beets, pota- 
toes and whatnot must have the 
appearance of having been grown 
in the same neighborhood. The 
woman shopper wants to feel the 
bunches of vegetables she selects 
are just,as good as the bunches 
that were bought by the women 
who were "there ahead of her and 
those who will follow her. She has 
no time to stand there, swapping

Want Produce Graded. 

If a wholesale produce dealer in 
Georgia wants to buy tomatoes, he 
knows of only a few places where 
he can go to be certain that he will 
get honest measure and not be 
compelled to pick through every 
individual tomato in a carload to 
be sure he is not being gypped. 
The wholesale produce dealer has 
neither time nor inclination to as- 
sign himself such a dreary task. 
Nor is it necessary. He knows 
there are plenty of tomato sources 
in other states which are positively 
dependable. He goes to them. 
That’s one reason why most of the 
vegetable business through the At- 
lanta market is handled by farm- 
ers from states other than Geor- 
gia. They have established repu- 
tations. Georgia has a few estab- 
lished reputations and the produce 
dealers know them. They get the 
business in Georgia. 

The wholesaler, the chain store, 
the co-operative store buyer, when 
he is ordering vegetables wants to 
be able to say: 

“T want U. S. No. l1—or No. 2— 


or 3” and get the regulation size 
vegetable he orders. He orders in|

It was a budget of 1,320,000,000 
pounds ($6,177,600,000), with the 
defense costs set at nearly 630,- 
000,000 pounds ($2,948,400,000). 
Chancellor of the exchequer, Sir 
John Simon, said that even more 
money may be needed for defense. 
Late last night commons agreed 
to all new taxes proposed by Si- 
mon, The government announced 
new taxes on automobiles, to- 
bacco, sugar and unexposed film, 
and increased levies on estates 
and incomes of more than 2,000 
pounds (about $9,360). 

Under the new taxes, a year’s 
license on a small American-type 
automobile will cost about $175.

INSURANCE RATES. 
~ ON WORKMEN CUT 


Industrial Board Official 
Sees $184,000 Yearly Sav- 
ing to Employers, 


The State Insurance: Commis- 
sion, on recommendation of the 
industrial board, yesterday ordered 
a 9.2 per cent reduction in work- 
men’s compensation insurance 
rates in Georgia, effective retro- 
actively as of March 31. 

A. J. Hartley, secretary-treasur- 
er of the industrial board, which 
made the recommendation after a 
study of the full rate schedule, 
said the decrease would result jn a 
savings to Georgia employers of 
approximately $184,000 a year. 

Hartley added that a part of the 
rate reduction was’'made possible 
through economies in the adminis- 
trative costs of the industrial 
board. which handles workmen’s 
compensation. The administrative 
expense was fixed at 2.7 per cent, 
he said, instead of 3.1 per cent 
previously authorized. The 2.7 per 
cent figure, Hartley added, is the 
lowest administrative expense 
figure in 10 years, 

The industrial board started the 
studies which led to the rate re- 
duction recommendation on De- 
ccember 31, 1938. All employers 
who have'l0 of more workers are 
required to carry unemployment 
compensation insurance. Those 
with fewer workers may partici- 
plate voluntarily. 

Rates, classified according to in- 
dustries and occupation, are based 
on experiences of the past five 
years figured in with various other 
factors. 

Acting on the industrial board 
recommendation, the state insu- 
rance commission, officers an- 
nounced, sent formal notice to the 
national council that further pre- 
miums to companies handling the 
insurance would be based on the 
new reduced rate. 

Rates in all classifications are 
not changed equally but the ayer- 
age overall reduction: amounts to 
9.2 per cent it was explained.

$50,000,000 Made Available

WASHINGTON, April 25.—() | 
Congress signalled the start of | 
the big expansion of the army air, 
corps today when it finally passed 
along to President Roosevelt a 
$508,789,824 appropriation for the 
War Department. - 

Of this money, $50,000,000 will 
be available immediately for be- 
ginning the program to raise the 


air force strength to 6,000 planes. | 


The remainder is to be spent in 
the next fiscal year for various 
purposes, such as bolstering Pan- 
ama canal and seacoast defenses, 
improving military posts, and buy- 
ing such materials as tanks and 
antiaircraft artillery.

If the answer to these questions 
is yes then it is of no significance 
whether you are 30 or 42 when 
your first baby is born. 

The old wives’ notion that a 
woman’s bones become too un- 
yielding at 35 or even earlier to 
permit normal childbirth is ab- 
surd as the companion supersti- 
tion that application of some oil 
or similar agent to the body will 
in any way promote easier deliv- 


ery. 

I repeat, if a woman can roll 
somersaults, run a quarter mile 
and has all her teeth or function- 
ally efficient dentures she should 
go ahead and have her baby re- 


gardless of her age.

Partner Stays 
On the Alert

The structure of sound defense 
in contract bridge has as its foun- 
dation, defending partners’ abil- 
ity to correctly interpret the con- 
ventional methods of defensive 


leads, plays and discards. A good 
'defending partner is always on 
ithe alert to recognize any vari- 
'ance in normal leads and plays. 
| Under normal conditions, open- 
‘ing leader leads his highest card 
in the suit named by partner, 
when defending against a suit con- 
tract. But there are exceptions to 
this rule . . . as when holding 
four to an honor in partner’s suit, 
or when holding three small cards 
only. 

Again there is the exception 
when leader will not open part- 
ner’s suit until he has first trans- 
mitted information about his 
own holdings in other suits, as:

OPENS OWN SUIT. 


Opponents have the contract at 
four spades, defending partner 
having bid diamonds during the 
auction. With the above hand, first 
defender opens the heart king and 
then leads the diamond five, to 
inform partner of possession of the 
heart ace. If declarer should hold 
the heart queen, defending side 
may win three heart tricks with a 
return lead of hearts through de- 
clarer. 

Having opened partner’s dia- 
mond suit first would leave de- 
fending partner a guess what suit 
to return through declarer.

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Carefully-Made Curtains 


Give Windows. Distinction 
By Elizabeth MacRae Boykin. 


Sometimes we get all hot and 
bothered about the way a good 
many people make curtains. You'd 
think, to see them hem up a 
length of goods, that it was every 
bit as particular a job as hem- 
ming flour sacks or repairing the 
children’s play overalls. 

Not for Meanness. 

When really a curtain is more 
in the class of fine tailoring. As 
you'll very soon discover if you 
get estimates from a professional 
drapery maker. The high prices 
they ask for their work aren't 
just meanness—they actually put 
that much time into a nice curtain 
or drapery. And whether you do 
the work or hire it done, you'll 
find that just so much time is re- 
quired if the job is going to look 
right. 

Even sheer curtains want to be 
made with infinite pains, for any 
imperfection will glare out. After 
all a curtain is on public parade 
all the time—no chance of hiding 
a bad sag or of tucking a wrong 
hem out of sight. So draw threads 
before you cut and measure the 
hems every inch of the way. The 
same care will be required in 
washing curtains if you expect 
them to hang properly. 

To Line or Not to Line. 

As for draperies, that’s an even 
more complicated question. If 
the draperies are unlined—and 
often now such fabrics as chintz 
and taffeta are being used suc- 
cessfully without lining—then the 
pains go to finishing the heading, 
hemming or binding the edges 
and weighting the drapery so it 
will hang nicely. If the draperies 
are to be lined, the problem in- 
volves also a lining that fits and 
hangs perfectly without puckering 
or drawing. Not the least impor- 
tant part of curtain making is the 
hardware—don’t skimp there. 

Well-made curtains will be a 
continuous satisfaction ... care- 
less curtains can spoil the style 
of the smartest room. So don’t 
begrudge the effort it will be to 
have distinguished windows. And 
don’t be discouraged, either. Be- 
causé you can do the job yourself 
if you can sew and have patience.

HOUR EXEMPTIONS 


ARE SENT TO HOUSE 


Committee Acts on Workers 
Earning $200 Monthly, | 
Farm Employes. 


WASHINGTON, April 25.—(P) 
White collar workers receiving 
$200 a month or more would be 
exempted from provisions of the 
wage-hour law under legislation 
recommended to the house today 
by its labor committee. 

The committee also approved 
an amendment which would per- 
mit agricultural employes en- 
gaged in certain operations to 
work unlimited hours for a total 
of 14 weeks in any one year and 
60 hours weekly the rest of the 
time. The present law limits 
their hours to 12 a day and 56 
a week for 14 weeks. 

The rest of the year they are 
subject to the same 44-hour week 
limitatidn as other workers. 

The amendments were approved 
by a vote of 16 to 2 after weeks 
ef secret sessions. 

The committee also voted to ex- 
empt entirely workers engaged in 
picking, 
fresh fruits and vegetables and 
those _ handling, tying, drying, 
stripping, grading, redrying, fer- 
menting, stemming or packing leaf 
tobacco, when those operations 
are performed prior to storage. .

NEW YORK, April 25.—(#)— ! 
Europe apparently looked a little 
better to the stock market today, 
and domestic business news was 
not so bad, but early recoveries of 
fractions to a point or so were re- 
duced or cancelled in many cases 
at the close.

‘RUMANIA EVOLVES . 
~ AUGE EXPERIMENT 


\Distilled Water 
Found Helpiul In 


Treating Cancer 


WASHINGTON, April 25.—(?) 
The injection of ordinary distilled 
water into cancer growths after 
they have been treated with X- 
rays was declared today to be the 
newest advance of science toward 
controlling the disease. 

Dr. G. Failla, of Memorial hos- 
pital, New York City, and a mem- 
ber of President Roosevelt’s Na- 
tional Cancer Advisory Council, 
announced to the National Acad- 
emy of Science that, in certain 
cases, water administered several 


times a day following X-ray treat- 
ment made the cancer cells swell 
up and die. Water alone had no 
effect and X-rays alone required 
much more intensive doses to kill 
the cells. 

The New York physician and his 
assistant, Dr. K. Sugiura, worked 
with one of the most virulent 
forms of cancer used in laboratory 
experiments. Known as Sarcoma 
180, it is ordinarily fatal within 
a short dime.

Culture Chief Explains 
Unique Effort To Assist 
Peasants. 


(By the North American Newspaper 
Alliance.) 


NEW YORK, April 25.—wWhile 
Rumania, jewel of the Balkans, 
lies quaking under the avid gaze 
of "Germany, Dr. Dmitri Gusti, its 
only permanent cabinet minister, 
goes busily about his business 
here. 

A sedate, impressive, erudite 
man, his business here is to ex- 
plain Rumania to Americans via a 
two-building exhibit at the New 
Yor§ World’s Fair and chiefly to 
explain Rumania’s huge, unique 
sociological experiment, which he 
created and which he now directs 
by appointment of the King. 

Started 15 Years Ago. 


“T started working on the proj- 
ect 15 years ago,” said Dr. Gusti, 
“by collecting information about 
peasants in small villages.” 

“T used to visit villages with 
groups of from 20 to 50 of my 
students and make a thorough 
study of conditions there right on 
the field. Four years ago, we 
started to put the information we 
had collected to practical use, and, 
a year ago, the government passed 
the ‘law of social service.’ ‘ 

This “law of social service” is 
unique in the world. It provides 
for compulsory serivce in the 
cause of education of all the na- 
tion’s college students, which is 
not a little bit extraordinary in a 
world where compulsory service 
for the state is generally synony- 
mous with military duty. 

“There are four main sections 
to the law and our program,” said 
Dr. Gusti. “The first stipulates 
that a student cannot receive his 
degree until he had served for 
from three months to a year in a 
village to which he is assigned. 
His service consists of devoting 
his knowledge to the needs of the 
village. His length of service de- 
pends on what degree he is seek- 


ing. / 
Cultural Center. 

“The second section provides for 
the establishment of permanent 
cultural centers in the villages and 
the third section governs the for- 
mation of schools for peasants. 
these schools are utilitarian and 
professional as well as cultural. 

“The final section creates an in- 
stitute of social research.” 

All parties in Rumania are unit- 
ed behind this program, he said, 
“except that the Fascists . would 
like to have control of it them- 
selves.” If the Nazis come into 
power, he is sure the program will 
be terminated. “This,” he explain- 
ed, “is the way to democracy. How 
can they go along that way?”
